Washington, November 12.—The an- 
. pouncement of the settlement of the con- 
test for the Kentucky internal revenue 
pollectorship was made today at the con- 
elusion of a conference at the white 
house, participated in by the president, 
Senator Deboe, Representative Boreing 
end Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
Yerkes. The formal appointments were 
announced late this afternoon. 
The contest for the vacancy created by 
the resignation last Saturday of Collector 
C. BE. Sapp, of the fifth (Louisville) dis- 
trict, was brief, but spirited. The pres!- 
dent’s inclination from the first was to 
appoint Mr. Craft, but some strong oppo- 
sition developed against him and the mat- 
ter was considered very carefully. Sena- 
tor Deboe, who is a friend of former Col- 
lector Sapp, had vigorously opposed the 
appointment of Mr. Craft, but at today's 
gonference withdrew his opposition and 
' gave Craft his indorsement. The an- 
nouncement of Mr. Craft’s appointment 
‘follewed.

Some of Them, in Their Haste, 
Jumped from Windows of the 
Fifth Floor—One of Them 
Lost Her Life—Others 
Badly Hurt.

Cleveland, Ohio, November 12.—A fire 
that started in the shoe store of N. O. 
Stone & Co., 4 and 48 Euclid avenue, 
this afternoon, caused a loss of $75,000 to

The upper stories were occupied by 
physicians, photographers and other ten- 
ants, 

A corset factory, owned by Miss Gra- 
ham, employing about twenty girls, was 
on the fifth floor. When the fire broke 
out all the girls made a rush for the fire 
escapes and ladders. The fire spread so 
rapidly, however, that they could not use 
the fire escapes and a number of the 
girls were rescued by firemen or ladders, 


| while three of the women, including Miss 


Graham, jumped from the fifth floor into 
a net held by the firemen below. 

When taken to the hospital M¥s Gra- 
ham was found to be fatally hurt, her 
side being crushed in, spine fractured and 
an arm broken. She died at the hos- 
pital tonight. 

Other occupants of the building injured 
were Miss Jeanette Stratton, who jumped 
from the second story and sustained a 
broken hip. She will recover. 

Kate Mulcahy jumped from the third 
story, receiving spinal injuries and a 
broken leg, but her hurts are not serious. 

Dr. Dowd, dentist, and Chestnutt Bros., 
photographers, were other tenants, and 
their loss is total, the entire building be- 
ing a mass of wreckage. 

Lieutenant Granger, of fire company 27: 
Farrell English, of company 2, and Super- 
intendent of Machinery Reckert were in- 
capacitated by reason of injuries receiv- 
ed. Reckert was cut by flying glass and 
English overcome by smoke. 

The stores of Fueldheim Bros., shoe 
dealers, and Goodhart & Co., furniture 
dealers, adjoining the Stone store, were 
considerably damaged by smoke and 
water.

Former Bandit Says It Is His Best 
Means of Earning Money. 

St. Louis, November 12.—Frank James 
has at last decided to go on the stage. He 
will make his first appearance at Zanes- 
ville, Ohio, November 25, in a play en- 
titled ‘‘Across the Desert.’’ Mr. James 
Says: 

“IT don't €xpect to become an actor in 
the true meaning of the word, nor do I 
believe that my manager has any de- 
lusions as to my historic abilities. My 
appearance on the stage will therefore 
be more of a personal exhibit than a 
dramatic performance. 

“My natural inclination has been to 
shrink from exhibiting myself. I have re- 
fused numerous contracts for a_ stage 
career, some of which would have paid 
me a princely sum per week. I did not 
wish to offend public opinion and I did 
not care to make an exhibit of myself, 
but I am getting old, and if I am to lay 
by anything to provide for my old age 
it must be by this means—the only one 
I do not be-

FIRE ALMOST WIPED IT OUT. 


Conflagration in a Mining Town of 
West Virginia. 

Cumberland, Md.. November 12.—The 
mining town of Thomas, W. ‘Va., on 
the West Virginia Central and Pittsburg 
railway, was almost wiped out by fire 
which started at 2 o’clock this morning 
under Gersberger’s hotel. The town was 
without fire protection and the frame 
houses fell easy prey to the flames. 
Twenty business houses and seventy 
dwellings were consumed. The Catholic 
church, opera. house, Gerberger and 
Reynolds hotels, the jail, the water sta- 
tion and several houses belonging to the 
Davis Coal and Coke Company were de- 
stroyed. 

The town was promoted mainly by the 
Davis Coal and Coke Company and the 
West Virginia Central ilroad. The 
latter has given the residents all the 
box cars at Thomas to shelter the home- 
less. The east end of the town was de- 
stroyed, including the four principal 
business blocks. Many traveling men 
lost their samples and money, and zacores 
of people were driven from home in their 
night clothes. : 


DECISION SAVED HER LIFE. 


Mrs. Nesenbauer Had Been Sentenced 
to Death. 

Jefferson City. Mo., November 12,— 
Alice Nesenbauer, tried in 1900 for mur- 
dering her husband, was today saved 
from the gallows by a decision of the 
supreme court which held that there 
was no ground for conviction. She had 
been convicted and sentenced to death 
for poisoning her husband, a Burlington 
round house employee at Hannibal, in 
July, 199. Two of Mrs. Nesenbauer’s 
children had also died suddenly and the 
facts that all three had been insured: 
that Mrs. Nesenbauer objected to a post- 
mortem examination and the finding of 
powder in the vault were strong factors 
in her conviction. Through her trial and 
imprisonment the prisoner had her baby 
constantly with her.

GREASE AND GRIME 
GAVE WAY TO. SLUSH 


For a Time Water Ran in Rivulets 
Down the Railroads’ Tracks 
and Collected in Great 
Pools at the Different 
Crossings. 


OR the first time in many days rain 
fF descended on the dingy depot and 

washed the accumulated grease and 
grime from its murky sides. 

At an early hour in the morning rain 
began to come down in steady fashion 
and by 9:30 o’clock the city’s streets were 
wet and slippery. To the majority of 
citizens rain had been eagerly wished for. 
The city had been dry, the streets were 
dusty and the general state of affairs had 
been such as to make moisture a thing 
to be desired. 

The taveling public, however, and those 
who had occasion to visit the union de- 
pot, suffered greatly in consequence of 
the downpour. Just as had been pre- 
dicted in The Constitution some days 
ago, rain was the one needed thing to 
make the condition of the depot intolera- 
ble. 

It was the same old story that has been 
so often told. The water ran in large 
rivulets down the railroad tracks and 
collected in great pools of mud and slush 
at the crossings. People passing the 
tracks had to -wade through inches of 
dirty water or‘be put to the necessity of 
going blocks out of their way in order 
to escape it. Ladies in countless numbers 
whose business brought them over the 
tracks at Pryor street were put to the 
utmost inconvenience and many of them 
had their dresses hopelessly ruined and 
wrecked, 

In spite of the fact that the rain ceased 
at a comparatively early hour, the tracks 
were muddy and dirty all during the day, 
and it was impossible for a pedestrian to 
cross them without being literally con- 
taminated with the black grime of the 
place,

WILL PROBABLY BE DIVORCED. 


Grand Duke and Duchess of Hesse 7 


Are at Outs. 

Berlin. November 12.—There appears to 
be foundation for the renewed report that 
a divorce of the grand duke and grand 
duchess of Hesse is impending. Incom- 
patibility of temper, long existing, ap- 
pears to have reached the point where 
a separation is inevitable. They are both 
grandchildren of the late Queen Victoria, 
who, with the czar and an extraordinary 
assemblage of other sovereigns, was pres- 
ent at the wedding, which took place at 
Coburg April 19, 1894. The grand duchess 
is regarded as one of the most beautiful 
princesses of Europe. She and the grand 
duke were estranged during the first year 
of their marriage. She left him and went 
to stay with her elder sister, the crown 
princess of Roumania. Queen Victoria 
invited her and her husband to visit Eng- 
land and managed to restore a semblance 
of peace, but that soon disappeared. The 
grand duke is reported to be a man of 
sullen temper, while the grand duchess is 
high-spirited.

He was very ill and she 
acted as his nurse until he was restored 
to health. He then married her and they 
came to this country. After a short resi- 
dence here they went abroad to live.

AGAIN CHOSEN 


He Is Selected To Succeed 
Himself as Mayor of 
Macon. 


PRIMARY MARKS END

Smith’s Victory Was Won Over Stub- 
born Opposition of Hazlehurst 
and Morgan—Polls Yes- 
terday Presented Scene 
of Law and Order. 


Macon, Ga., November 13.—(Special.)—

A Heated Campaign. 

Macon, Ga., November 12.—(Special.)— 

The most heated municipal campaign 
the people of Macon have participated in 
since the days of the Huff-Collins contest 
of 1876 came to an end tonight. A selec- 
tion of a mayor and five aldermen was 
made by a white primary. The primary 
was conducted under the auspices of an 
executive committee composed of twelve 
of the most prominent men of the city, 
of which Ben L. Jones was chairman and 
R. L. McKenney secretary. The rules 
laid down by this committee were rig d 
in the extreme, none but white persons 
fully qualified under the laws of the state 
to vote in the general election being al- 
lowed to participate in the primary. 

The Australian ballot system was strict- 
ly adhered to and the primary was abso- 
lutely clean and fair. The use of money, 
carriages and whisky was prohibited and 
this rule was strictly enforced. No per- 
sons not connected with the management 
of the primary was allowed within 2 
feet of the voting booths. There were no 
drunken men on the streets and not the 
slightest trouble resulted. Police were 
on hand at each of the four polling places, 
but the good order made their presence 
unnecessary. 

The Three Candidates. 

The three candidates for mayor were 
Bridges Smith, the present incumbent; 
R. C. Hazlehurst and W, T. Morgan. 
Smith announced his candidacy and made 
only one public statement after that time 
and that showing the splendid financial 
condition of the city. Hazlehurst and his 
friends have been holding public meetings 
in different parts of the city from night 
to night for several weeks, a number of 
orators addressing the voters on each oc- 
casion. Morgan has pursued the still hunt 
plan, having announced his statement 
about two months ago and not making 6 
single public utterance since then. 

There were 2,117 voters registered, and 
of this number 1,912 voted. With the 


| exception of about an hour at noon, when 


| a slight rain fell, the weather was perfect 
, during the entire day. 


The voting began at 8 o'clock and the 
polis closed at 7 this evening. At 8:40 
o’cloek the returns from the third ward 
were given out so far as the candidates 
for mayor were concerned. This result 
was: Smith, 213; Hazlehurst, 263; Morgan, 
59. The Hazlehurst crowd sent up a 
great cheer, but the Smith men remained 
confident, having conceded this ward to 
Hazlehurst several days ago. The Morgan 
men began to realize that there was littie 
chance for their man. 

At 10 o'clock the result as to candidates 
for mayor was given out by the mana- 
gers of the first ward, which was as fol- 
lows: 

Smith, 208; Hazlehurst, 140; Morgan, 4. 
This gave Smith a plurality of 2 votes, 
which had a quieting effect on the Ha- 
ziehurst crowd, and impressed on the 
Morgan men the fact that their candidate 
was left. The Smith followers remained

LAND GRANTS FOR COLLEGES. 


Annual Convention of Representa- 
tives of Institution. 

Washington, November 12.—The fifth 
annual convention of representatives of 
‘land grant’’ agricultural et and 
United States experiment stations 
throughout the country began here today. 
Almost two hundred men prominent in 
the study of agricultural science and bo- 
tanical physiology were present. <A. W. 
Harris, of the university of Maine, pre- 
sided. The executive committte, through 
Dr. Henry H. Goodell, of Massachusetts, 
reported that'the department of agricul- 


exhilft in Washington of the products of 
the colleges and stations and recommend- 
ed the establishment of a graduate insti- 
tute of agriculture. 

President Harris, in his annual address, 
traced the history of these institutions 
from the time of the land grant legisla- 
tion in 1862. He said that the total in- 
come of all the state experiment stations 
and agricultural colleges to date amounts 
to $50,000,000, which, with the annuities 
and endowments at 4 per cent, swells their 
total income to $130,000,000. There are 
25,000 students, 6,000 teachers and 26,000 
alumni. There was also a convention 
today of the National Association of State 
Universities, presided over by R. B. Ful- 
ton, chancellor of the University of Mis- 
sissippi. ° 

A committeé from the association, con- 
sisting of President. Buckram, of Ver- 
mon;. President. Atherton, of Pennsyl- 
vania: President "White, of Georgia, and 
Captain Alexis Cepe,-of Ohif, called up-

onthe president today to pay its re- 
spects' and to ask him to receive the 
members of the association.

request the president felt compelled, re- 
luctantly, to refuse, saying he was mak- 
ing it a rule to receive representative 
committees from such associations, but 
not the associations themselves. The 
president pleased the committee great- 
ly by his words of praise for the work of 
the state institutions founded upon the 
land grants. e 

“While I am a son of Harvard,”’ said the 
president, ‘‘I believe that the state Yand 
grant institutions are doing a greater 
work and are closer to the hearts of the 
people than many of the older and better 
equipped colleges.’’ 


REVIEWS EVIDENCE TAKEN. 


Industrial Commission Discusses Ag- 
riculture and Labor. 
Washington, November 12.—The indus- 
trial commission today made public its 
review of evidence taken before the com- 
mission on the subjects of agriculture 
and agricultura! labor. Among other 
subjects discussed is that of agricultural 
depression, of which the commission 
speaks as follows: 
“The cause most often assigned for the 
depression Of Agriculture in the eastern 
states is the increased production due to 
the opening of western lands in advance 
of the natural demand, especially through, 
the agency of Hberal land laws and 
grants of land in aid of railroad construc- 
tion. The competition of the west has 
been rendered especially severe by the 
policy of the railroads in making freight 
rates relatively low for long distances. 
The old staple products having thus be- 
come unprofitable in the east, it has 
been necessary for farmers to change 
their methods and vary the character ul 
their crops, taking up especially the cul- 
ture of products which are not easily 
transported long distances. Thus truck 
farming has largely superseded cereal 
growing along the Atlantic coast, but 
farmers in the north Atlantic states now 
complain of the severe competition of 
states farther south in this industry, and 
much the same may be said of fruit grow-

‘‘Another cause which several witnesses 
assign for the unsatisfactory condition 
of agriculture in some parts of the coun- 
try is the conservatism of the farmers; 
their lack of quick adjustment to changed , 
conditions and lack of effective business 
planning and management. The farmers 
as a class have not kept up with the 


times, but have raised the same crops 
year after year without regard to changes 
in supply in demand. This undue con- 
servatism and lack of managing ability 
among farmers is especially. emphasized 
with reference to the southern states, and 
is given as an explanation of the two 
exclusive attention to cotton production 
prevailing there. ' 

“Another cause assigned for agricultural 
depression in the south Is the scawcity of | 
money, difficulty of borrowing on real | 
estate security and the consequent high | 
rates of interest. It seems to be possi- . 
ble, however, to borrow money in the 
south at somewhget lower rates of inter- 
est than formerly. The decline in the 
price of cotton is, of course, an impor- 
tant element in the depression of agri- 
culture in the south. The inefficiency 
of negro labor is assigned as another 
cause. On the other hand, it is affirmed 
that there is too much good and cheap 
labor in the south. An abundance of 
cheap labor is said to be unfavorable to 
the success of agriculture, because it re- 
sults in planting too large an acreage 
and in neglect of personal attention by 
the planter. 

“Against the charge that farmers are 
unduly conservative is put the counter- 
charge that they turn from one crop to 
another without sufficient regard to the 
fuitabllity of the climate and soil, or. to 
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dollar iron and petroleum company, and 
the air is full of all sorts of rumors, 
Those already here are D. H. Craig, Wil- 
liam Brennan, T. G. Blackie, R. R. Rob- 
inson, William Schlosser, Philip Lewis 
and William Ballenger.

GET SENTENCES 


Judge Hanecy ‘“‘Assigns”’ 
Them To Serve Terms 
for Contempt. 


ARTICLE CRITICISED 
COURT’S DECISION 


Managing Editor and Reporter Who 
Wrote the Article Punished. 
Cases Against City Editor 
and the Business Mana- 
ger Dismissed. 


Chicago, November 12.—On a charge of 
contempt of court Judge Hanecy today 
sentenced Andrew M. Lawrence, manag- 
ing editor of Hearst's Chicago American, 
to forty days in the county jail. The sen- 
tence of H. S. Canfield, who wrote the 
article objectionable to the court, was 
fixed at thirty days in jail.. The cases 
against S. 8S. Carvalho, financial manager 
of the paper, and John C. Hammond, as- 
sistant city editor, were dismissed. Judge 
Hanecy declared that the cases agains? 
W. R. Hearst, majority stockholder of 
the paper; Homer Davenport, cartoonist. 
and Clare Briggs, also a cartoonist, would 
Stand until such time as these respon- 
dents could be brought into court by the 
sheriff. 

Former Governor Altgeld, one of coun- 
sel for the respondents, entered a formal 
exception to the decision. 

“This case, I may say,” the court re- 
marked, “is not appealable. You may 
file a bill of exceptions for a writ of error, 
however. I am willing to delay the serv- 
ing of papers on Mr. Lawrence and Mr. 
Canfield till you have drawn your Dill.” 

“We do not feel that we have any fa- 
vors coming from this court,’’ Mr. Altgeld 
answered. ‘“‘We are much obliged.” 

The court room was crowded to the 
limit when Judge Hanecy entered. 

The article in The American upon which 
the proceedings in contempt were based 
was a criticism of the court’s decision on 
an application for the forfeiture of the 
charter of the People’s Gas Light and 
Coke Company. 

Judge Hanecy said if the matter pub- 
lished were allowed to go unnoticed by 
the court it paved the way for other at- 
tacks, and that the judiciary, if not held 
in respect, would fall, with all democratic 
government. The article, the court stat- 
ed, was not merely an attack on the 
people and on the court, but a bold threat 
to every other court. It should, there- 
fore, not go unpunished. 

A few minutes after the rendering of 
the decision and the imposition of the 
sentences as to Lawrence and Canfield, 
Judge Dunne, upon application, issued a 
writ of habeas corpus as to them, re- 
turnable immediately.

He has told several 
stories, but the one that he stuck to the 
jongest and which he still insists is true 
is that he formed the conspiracy in con- 
junction with a deserter from the regular 
army by the name of ¢glanchard. He states 
that he and Blanchard met here by agree- 
ment and discussed the details of the plot. 
It was, of course, necessary first to se- 
cure a corpse, and Blanchard agreed to 
provide the corpse if Rathbun would set 
fre to the building after the corpse was 
prepared.

Not until today, however, would Rath- 
bun admit that Goodman was the name 
of the man fhat accompanied him to the 
Jeffersonville hotel. 

Chief of Detectives Sullivan and Chief 
Applegate and Coroner Coots, of Jeffer- 
sonville, interviewed Rathbun today. 
Rathbun listened as ane by one the cir- 
gumstances which the police regard as 
proofs of his guilt were laid before him 
by Chief Sullivan. According to the of- 
ficers, Rathbun suddenly sprang up, and, 
walking hastily to a window, looked out 
for a few minutes. Then, turning like an 
animal at bay, he faced the crowd of 
men in the room and asked in a shaking 
voice: ‘“‘What is the punishment for of- 
fenses of this kind in Indiana? Does the 
death penalty exist over there?’’ 

“Never mind about the penalty, Rath- 
bun,” said Captain Sullivan. ‘‘What we 
are interested in is the name of the dead 
man.’’ For a moment Rathbun looked at 
the group of faces before him and then 
he said: 

“You are on the right track. Goodman 
is the name of the dead man. I met him 
in front of the Salvation Army and de- 
termined to keep him drunk for several 
days and then fix him.” 

Here he stopped and then said: “If 
I should make a confession it would be 
printed in the paers and would turn peo- 
ple against me.”’ 

He then lapsed into a sullen silence, and 
would say nothing else. When questioned 
further he denied having given Goodman 
laudanum and said he would have made 
use of chloroform. He then refused to 
g0 back to Indiana without requisition 
papers.

Providence, R. I., November 12.—A let- 
ter two hundred years old from Captain 
Kidd, thé notorious pirate chief, to John 
Bailey, of New York, which, from evi- 
dence contained in it, is believed to be 
genuine by those to whom it has become 
an heirloom, has been deposited for safe- 
keeping with other papers in the office of 
the record commissioners of this cfty. 

The letter is the property of Edward 
Field, clerk of the municipal court of 
Providence, and historian, a descendant 
of the Warner family, which was among 
the first to settle in what is now the town 
of Warwick. It was found among fami- 
ly papers. , 

Apparently the communication was 
written after the capture of Captain Kidd. 
It is dated Boston, 1700-1, and it says in 
part: 

“I fear we are in a bad situation. We 
are taken for pirates and you must come 
to Boston as soon as you get this. There 
is no one I can depend upon. If I do not 
see you, I will tell where my money lis. 
It is buried on island in Boston 
harbor on island in two chests con- 
taining £15,000 to £20,000 sterling in 
money, jewels and diamonds. They are 
buried about 4 feet deep, with a flat 
stone on them and a pile of stone near by. 
There is no one Knows where it is but 
Me now living. 

‘It is about —— up the hillside. Don't 
fail to come to me as soon as you get 
this. If I am gone to England be there 
as soon as possible. Secure the money 
and diamonds before you come, as money 
will do a great deal for us.”’ 

The letter contains much more matter 

and refers to many incidents which have 
been found to be historically correct. The 
words which would tell exactly where 
‘the treasure was buried are omitted and 
their places are taken by crosses. It Is 
considered likely that along with the 
letter went another writing in which was 
given the key to the omitted words,

clew and found that the two men who 
answered the descriptions of Rathbun 
and Goodman appeared in the Falls City 
hotel in JeffersonviNe about 8 o'clock. 
Rathbun registered for both and they 
were assigned to different rooms. 

In about half an hour they appeared 
in the office, and the hotel clerk says 
that the man whom Rathbun had said 
was Ten Eyke had on a differert coat 
and vest than when he went to the room. 
He had also added a collar and necktie 
tc his attire. The two left the hotel, say- 
ing they would return. 

Goodman Changes Clothes. 

According to Pelton’s story, Goodman 
returned to the Salvation Army hotel 
shortly after 9 o’clock with a new coat 
and vest on, and also a collar and tie. 
Pelton says he joked with him about the, 
change in his appearance and Goodman 
said he had got the clothes from the 
‘easy mark” he had met in the morning. 
Goodman told Pelton to check him off, as 
he was going to spend the night in In- 
diana with his new friend. 

Goodman went oyt in a short time and 
has not been seen at the hotel since. 

The Jeffersonville coroner today iden- 
tified a pair of trousers found in Rath- 
pun’s grip as being of a suit the coat and 
vest of which were on the corpse found 
at the Falls City hotel. 

The Louisville detectives today received 
telegrams from the chief of police at 
Little Rock giving an exhaustive descrip- 
thon of the corpse forwarded from Jef- 
fersonville as that of Rathbun. In ai- 
most every particular the description 
tallied with that of Goodman. 

A special from Evansville, Ind., says: 

“Charles Goodman is little known here. 
About a year ago he induced Jake Schnei- 
der, 16 years old, to accompany him ona 
tramp. They were gone some months 
and then returned home. Goodman got 
drunk, fought an officer and ‘was sent 


te jail. 
“After his release nothing was heard 


of him until last Friday, when Schneider 
got a letter from him at Louisville ask- 
ing the boy to again go on the road with 
him.” 

The Louisville police would like to learn 
something about the antecedents and for- 
mer life of Rathbun. They are not even 
sure that the prisoner’s name is Rath- 
bun. It is believed his home is in De- 
troit. The next steps in the case will be 
to attempt to settle Rathbun’s identity, to 
find what it was that killed Goodman, 

Will Testify He Is Not Dead. 

Little Rock, Afk., November 12.—The 


authorities here announced that they will 
have the supposed Newell C. Rathbun, 
fiow at Louisville, Ky., brought here jo 
testify in-the inquest over the corpse sent 
here as the body of Rathbun, whose life 
was insured for $4,000. Coroner J. M., 
Young said today: 

“Mayor Duley requested me to take 
the body in charge and investigate the 
death, as it is surrounded with a great 
deal of mystery. I acted upon his sug- 
gestion, impaneled a jury and viewed 
the remains, which I caused afterwards 
to be removed to an undertaking estah- 
lishment for further examination. This 
aone, I am now in a position to summon 
as a witness any one who may be able 
to throw any light on the cause of death, 
or the identity of this man. I will have 
the man arrested at Louisville yesterday, 
who claims to be Sergeant Rathbun, 
brought here at once; also all other par- 
ties whose testimony may be important 
in clearing up the mystery. I shall have 
Coroner Coots, of Jeffersonville, Ind., fur- 
nish me a copy of his inquisition papers 
for comparison. It is also understood 
that the sheriff of the county where the 
corpse was found will arrive late tonight. 
There will be enough acquaintances of 


‘Rathbun to identify him positively when 


he is brought back.”

Figures Showing Elective Strength 
Are Quoted by Each Side—Hon. 
John B. Knox, by Whom 
New Constitution Was 

‘ Framed, Talks.

Birmingham, Ala., November 12.—(Spe- 
gial.)—The returns received from the 
counties today confirm the estimates of 
the ratification election in Alabama as 
published in The Constitution this morn- 
ing. The majority for the ratification is 
about oF 000. 

There is great rejoicing throughout the 
state, the people believing the greatest 
possible step toward the purification of 
the ballot has been taken and the ter- 
rible condition that has been forced upon 
the white people of the state has been 
wonderfully improved. There are still 
thousands of negroes in the state who 
ean vote, but they are either intelligent 
or property owners and are therefore far 
above the average of intelligence of this 
race and are interested in the prosperity 
of the state. 

There 1s a number of white men who 
will have to invoke the grandfather 
clause in order to vote, but it is believed 
they will soon become ashamed of it and 
learn to read. There will hereafter be no 
necessity for fraudulent practices at poll- 
ing places and it is believed that the old 
practices that have heretofore been ap- 
plauded will be hereafter condemned and 
the moral of politics will be greatly im- 


proved. 

The returns today go to show that the 
advocates of ratification polled a very 
Jarge majority of the white votes in the 
state. It was charged that in order to 
carry the election the _ ratificationists 
would be compelled to call on the black 
belt counties for large fraudulent ma- 
jorities. The returns show, however, that 
ratification won in the white counties by 
something like 7,000 majority. 


General Shelley Still Sanguine. 

General Shelley and the anti-ratifica- 
tionists still insist that they have carried 
the state. They insist that they have won 
notwithstanding gross election frauds. 
General Shelley said this afternoon: 

“We have heard from thirty-four coun- 
ties with majorities against the ratifica- 
tion and six or eight are yet to be heard 
from which we know are with us. We 
have no less than thirty-nine counties so 
far and there are several of those named 
as doubtful which we will get. 

“Many of the majorities claimed by the 
ratificationists are excessive. 1 am sure 
the final returns will show the new con- 
stitution defeated by about 20,000.” 

The following are the figures given by 
General Shelley as having spoken against 
ratification: Autauga, 1,000; Blount, 1,000;

accepted by the people. The contest for 
its ratification has been remarkable in 
many respects, one of which is that it 
has been chiefly opposed by certain gen- 
tlemen by whom it was at one time 
chiefly advocated. 

“It is easy enough for men of promi- 
nence to raise objections to the plan and 
suggest doubts as to the sincerity of its 
advocates as has been freely done, but, 
of course, it would be altogether ct of 
place for its advocates to suggest any 
want of sincerity on the part of its op- 
ponents. However this may be, the plan 
itself will be put upon trial and it re- 
mains to be seen whether its advocates 
or its opponents will be proven to be false 
prophets. I believe that the new consti- 
tution in its practical operation will re- 
dound to the permanent and everlasting 
good of our people. 

“Our opponents objected to it on the 
ground that it did not guarantee or se- 
cure -absolute freedom from fraud and 
sought to lead the people to believe that 
if trusted they would formulate a plan 
which would secure effectual relief. We 
do not claim that our plan is perfect. As 
has been remarked during the course of 
the discussion, something like 4,000 years 
ago God Almighty, upon Mount Sinai, 
wrote upon tablets of stone, “Thou shalt 
not steal. Moses, the greatest lawgiver 
of his time, sought to enforce this com- 
mandment and he girded it about with 
such regulations as seemed to him suffi- 
cient. If God Almighty and Moses in 
4,000 years have not been able to prevent 
stealing, how are we to expect the lead- 
ers of the opposition to do it, especially 
~ eng they have commenced so late in 

e. 

“The success of our plan will depend 
upon the earnest and sincere support of 
the people. I believe it will succeed, be- 
cause I believe that the conscience of our 
people is awakened. I believe that they 
are tired of the system under which we 
have been living and will cooperate for 
the establishment of good and honest 
government in this stage. Without the cor- 
dial support of the people, of course, any 
effort for the betterment of existing con- 
ditions will prove abortive. 


Suffrage Article Will Elevate. 

“The article of suffrage will elevate the 
standard of our electorate and place the 
control of the state in the hands of the 
intelligent and virtuous. The ignorant 
negro will be eliminated. No worthy 
white man will be disfranchised. Some 
white men may suffer virtual disfran- 
chisement, because of refusal to pay a 
poll tax of $1.50 as a contribution to the 
public schools for the education of their 
children. But if so, it will be voluntary 
disfranchisement and not one enjoined 
by the terms of the constitution. ; 

“Under the new constitution the negro 
can vote if he sees fit and qualifies him- 
self to vote. We have not closed the door 
upon him. If he fails to qualify himself 
80 as to he able to vote under the tem- 
porary or permanent plan of registra- 
tion, it is his own fault. The conditions 
laid down apply alike to both races. If 
more whites are qualified for registration 
than blacks, as I am sure is the case, it 
is because they possess in a larger de- 
gree the qualities of good citizenship. 

“No matter what qualification we 
should prescribe, the result would be the 
same. If we prescribed as a qualification 
the test of patriotism, of good character, 
of education, of ownership of property, 
of freedom from the commission of crime 
or any other test of good citizenship, it 
would exclude largely more negroes than 
white men for the reason that the white 
man is by tradition, training and experi- 
ence better equipped for this responsibil- 
ity than the black man. 

‘Let us all cooperate to make the new 
constitution a success. Let us, if we 
can, catch something of the spirit of Ben- 
jamin Franklin, who, as a member of the 
convention which framed the federal con- 
stitution, while he did not approve of all 
its provisions, said, ‘Much of the strength 
and efficiency of any government in pro- 
curing and securing happiness to the 
people depends on the general opinions of 
the goodness of that government as well 
as of the wisdom and integrity of its 
governors.’ 

‘“T hope therefore for our own sake an4 
for the sake of our posterity that we 
shall act heartily and unanimously in rec- 
ommending this constitution wherever 
our influence may extended and turn our 
future thoughts and endeavors to the 
means of having it well administered.’’ 


A NEW SUFFAGE PLAN IS UP. 
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Presented by Mr. Braxton at Consti- 
tutional Convention. 

Richmond, Va., November 12.—The con- 
stitutional convention was in  8ession 
three hours today considering the report 
of the committee on county government, 
which was nearly completed. 

Mr. Braxton presented a new suffrage 
plan, which was referred. The commit- 
tee on the executive department sub- 
mitted its report to the convention. 

The main difference between Mr. Brax- 
ton’s plan and those heretofore offered 
is that the former embodies a ‘“grand- 
father’’ clause among the qualifications 
of a voter 3s follows: 

“A—He shall 
in time of war, in the army or navy of 
the United States or of the confederate 
states, or of some state of the United 
States, and have been honorably dis- 
charged from such service, or— 

‘“B—He shall have been entitled, on the 
ist day of January, or at any time prior 
thereto, to vote or own property under 
the laws of the state of the United States 
wherein he then resided; or— 

“C—He shall have heretofore, and since 
the Ist day of January, 1885, have been 
reguiarly enrolled and enlisted in the ac- 
tive militia of this state; or— 

‘“D—He shall have, prior to the Ist day 
of January, 1902, become a naturalized 
citizen of the United States; or— 

“K—He shall be a legitimate lineal de- 
scendant of a person coming within the 
description specified in one or more of 
the preyious subdivisions of this clause.”

Skipper Sails Into. Mobile Bringing 
Gold He Found. 


FIND IS VALUED AT $6,000 


Cruising in Small Boat Near Coast of 
British Columbia, Bright Metal 
Was Seen in Shallow Water, 
Which Diver Brought: 
to Surface. 


Mobile, Ala., November 12.—(Special.)— 
Captain T. Foster, of the schooner Union, 
which arrived in this port Monday, 
brought as a passenger Captain Magnus 
Barton, of the sloop Shamrock. Captain 
Barton reports having found 22 pounds 
of gold in a wreck near the coast of 
British Columbia. 

The gold, much -of which is in the 
shape of old Spanish coins, has been 
brought to this city and is in the hands 
of the government assay officer here. The 
value of the metal is estimated at $6,000 
or $7,000. 

Captain Barton said he was in charge 
of a small boat which had gone out in 
search of copper or other valuable stuff 
which might be found on the reefs off 
the coast. He was watching the bottom 
of the sea when he noticed the bright 
metal. 
a fine watch which was found near by. 

Some of the coins are square and some 
round. Some bear the imprint ‘‘Espana,”’ 
while other coins have a cross on each 
side. Much of the gold is in bars. The 
treasure will be divided between the 
owners of the boat and the crew, each 
taking half. 

There is an unverified rumor that sil- 
ver in large quantities was found recent- 
ly in the vicinity of this wreck. 


RECOGNIZES MARRIAGE VOW. 


Ruling Made in Damage Suit of Mrs. 
Beardsley. 

Jackson, Miss., November 12.—(Special.) 
In affirming the case of the A. & V. 
railroad v. Mrs. Mary BMeardsley, a dam- 
age suit in which she obtained a verdict 
in the lower court for $9,000 for the death 
of her husband in a railroad accident, the 
supreme court of Mississippi has made a 
ruling ogy an important point directly 
bearing on the law of divorce.

NORTH CAROLINA’S CRIMINALS. 


Statistics Show 90,490 Disposed of 
Since July, 1889. 

Raleigh, N. C., November 12.—(Special.) 
A summary made of the criminal statis- 
tics of North Carolina since July, 1889, | 
when their formal and official collection 
began, shows that 90,490 criminal ac- 
tions were disposed of 
riod; that of the defendants in 
48.602 were white, 41,662 negroes; 209 In- 
dians. 

Of these 748 were charged with murder 
in the first degree, 222 with murder in the 
second degree, 168 with assault, 121 with 
arson, 223 with burglary in the first de- 
gree, 154 with burglary in the second de- 
gree, 162 with manslaughter. 
12 legai executions, while there 
lynchings. Of the persons 
were whites, 8 negroes; 10 were charged 
with murder, 3 with assault, 4 with as- 
sault and murder and 1 with abduction. 

This shows, first, 
this period only about one legal execution 
u year, and that only one person out of 
more than 100 charged with a_ capital 
crime is punished on the gallows. In 
other words, 1,260 persons were charged 
with one of the four capital crimes of 
murder, arson, assault and burglary, 
and only 12 were legally executed.

Investigation Reveals Ground Glass 
and Arsenic in Stemach.

Rumors Being Heard That Death

Memphis, Tenn., November 12—Cerro 
Gordo Hooks, a_ well-known business 
man, died several] weeks ago and there 
were rumors afloat that his,death oc- 
curred from other than natural causes. 

Two weeks after the interment of the 
body the grand jury ordered the corpse 
exhumed and Dr. William Krauss, a well- 
known physician and chemist, was order- 
ed to perform an autopsy. 

The stomach and other organs were 
taken from the body and, after an investi- 
gation of several days, Dr. Krauss re- 
ported to a coroner’s jury tonight that 
enough ground glass and arsenic were 
found in the organs to cause death.

An important resolution of Mr. Bla- 
lock, of Fayette, chairman of the ap- 
propriations committee of the house 
of representatives, has beem made a 
special order for this morning’s ses- 
sion. 

The resolution provides that so 
much of the public property fund as

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due next year on the state’s indebted- 
ness be appropriated for that purpose. 

There is nbw in the state treasury 
the sum of $444,208, known as the 
public property fund. The state will 
have to pay next year, as interest due 
on its bonds, the sum of $325,880: and 
the resolution of Mr. Blalock provides 
for the payment of this out of the pub- 
ie property fund. 

Under the decision of the supreme 
court this fund, made up of payments 
to the state for various and sundry 
public properties sold by the state, 
Can Only be used for the payment of 
the bonded indebtedness of the state. 
It has been held, under this decision, 
that the fund can be applied legally 
to the payment of the interést on such 
bonded indebtedness. This being true, 
there seems no doubt of the wisdom 
of the adoption of the Blalock resolu. 
tion. 

The interest on the bonded indebt- 
edness of the state must, of course, be 
paid. If it is not paid out of the pub- 
lic property fund, it must come from 
the pockets of the taxpayers. Thus, if 
the fund is used for this purpose, the 
tax payers will be required to pay 
that much less next year. Since this 
fund can be applied to no other pur- 
pose, it is to be hoped the general as- 
sembiy will give it the direction indi- 
Cated by the Blalock resolution. 

As long as this money is in the 
Btate treasury it will be a subject of 
contention; and since it belongs to the 
people and cannot be applied to any- 
thing else than the payment of the 
Btate’s bonded indebtedness, of which 
the interest due by the state is a part, 
the tax payers may as well be given 
the benefit of the money in hand by 
being afforded a corresponding reduc- 
tion in the amount to be called for 
from them next year.

The Mobile Register, commenting 
on the union depot situation at Atlanta, 
declares that conditions are worse in the 
gulf city. It concludes its observation 
thus: 

“As old as is the Atlanta depot, breezy 
and chilly as it is, yet it has a roof upon 
it to ward off the rain. As much can- 
not be said of the train yard that passes 
for the union depot of Mobile.’’

The complete break-down of the op- 
position to the new state constitution 
of Alabama is strong evidence that 
the people must have felt the neces- 
sity for a change.

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Senator Hanna and the President. 

The popular hope of tariff relief, 
springing from the outspoken attituds 
of the late president, and indorsed in 
bulk by President Roosevelt, seems 
destined to be dashed to the ground. 
That the president will weaken be- 
fore the assault of the protected inter- 
ests is every day becoming more ap- 
parent, and that reciprocity will be 
slaughtered in the house of its friends 
is certain. 

The other day Senator Hanna spent 
an hour with the president, following 
close after the heels of Senator Ald- 
rich. While, of course, such reports 
of the interview as those men might 
give to the press would be colored by 
their own wishes, The New York Her- 
ald has learned enough to say that 
“President Roosevelt is not convinced 
of the wisdom of opening up the ques- 
tion of tariff revision. Senator Hanna 
will try to persuade the president that 
the tariff should not be touched, and 
he will not have much trouble in do- 
ing it.” 

The more’s the pity that the presi- 
dent should be so easily turned from 
a course which, if not asbsolutely ac- 
ceptable to the people, would at least 
have been a step in the right direction. 
On the very day that President Mc- 
Kinley spoke so earnestly against a 
continuance of the policy of exclusion, 
Senator Hoar, addressing a Massa- 


chusetts audience, declared in favor of 
governmental plunder of the people 
for the benefit of the few. The news- 
paper organ of one member of the 
cabinet assailed the motive of the 
president while he was writhing upon 
a bed of pain, and Senator Warren 
could not allow the period of mourn- 
img to pass without a declaration that 
no matter by what name it might be 
called, it would be the same old game 
of multiplication and division. The 
only hope for a realization of the 
promise of President McKinley lay in 
the indorsement of the new president. 
With the power of patronage and veto 
President Roosevelt might have whip- 
ped in such a number of republicans 
as to have passed a reciprocity law in 
which the people at large would have 
some consideration. But with the 
presidential action neutralized, there 
is not the faintest hope for relief. 

The Constitution must express its 
regret at such a culmination. It may 
be good party politics to profit by the 
mistakes of others, but the country is 
entitled to the best that every party 
can do. It takes the patriotic influence 
of all combined to bring about the 
best results. With our tariff legisla- 
tion placed in an advanced position by 
the republican party, that much at 
least would have been secure, but as 
it is. the whole battle remains to be 
.ought over. ‘It is an_ intolerable 
thing that the views of a few inter- 
ests should outweigh those of the na- 
tion. and that the mass of the people 
should be compelled to suffer from the 
official brigandage known as protec: 
tion.

They are hard-headed men who will do 
nothing that does not seem to them for 
their practical advantage; and since al- 
ready they are counting on a reversal of 
the popular verdict in their favor, two 
years hence, they will refrain from tak- 
ing any chances of peril to the solidity of 
their organization.

Those wh® are selected to look after the 
affairs of a city like Columbus should be 
safe, progressive, broad-minded businesr 
men, who have shown themselves capa 
ble of successfully managing business in-, 
terests of magnitude. The city of Co 
lumbus is a corporation with a capital 
stock of some twelve million dollars. 
with annual expenditure of $200,000, or 
more, and the very best business talent 
available should always be secured to 
look after the détails of its management.

House Passes Bill Providing for the 
Teaching of Physiology and 
Hygiene in the Common 
Schools of Georgia.

The house appeared to be in a good 
humor yesterday morning and tmmediate- 
ly after the reading of the journal enough 
unanimous consents were granted to oc- 
cupy more than the entire day’s session. 

The only instance in which unanimous 
consent was not obtained when request- 
ed was for the consideration of the reso- 
lution by Mr. Blalock, of Fayette, pro- 
viding that part of the public property 
fund be used to pay the interest on the 
state's bonded debt in 1902. Mr. Hall, of 
Bibb, was the objector in this instance, 
and in explaining his objection afterwards 
he remarked: 

“I objected because I am not in fighting 
trim today.” 

Perhaps the most important general 
measure passed by the house yesterday 
was the bill by Mr. Park, of Greene, fre- 
quiring that physiology and hygiene, es- 
pecially as relates to the effect of alco- 
holic liquors and narcotics on the human 
system, shall be taught in the public 
schools of the state. This measure pro- 
vides a penalty on boards of education 
in counties where these subjects are not 
taught, which shall be the withholding of 
the county's pro rata of the school fund. 
The vote on the bill was 106 to 28, its ad- 
vocates winning easily after a short and 
interesting debate. 

The house also passed a measute of 
importance to lawyers and courts, provid- 
ing for the republication of Georgia su- 
preme court reports, with annotations by 
Judge Howard Van Epps. These annota- 
tions add very little to the cost of the 
books and will be of immeasurable value 
to those who have to use them. 

The bills.providing for amendments to 
Atlanta's charter so as to preclude for- 
ever the sale or leasing of the water 
works system and so as to permit the 
city to tax franchises and for other pur- 
poses were passed by the house without 
a dissenting vote and were ordered imme- 
diately transmitted to the senate.

Temperance Committees of Senate May 
Report Favorably. 


SEABORN WRIGHT IS HEARD 


Amendments Agreed To by Commit- 
tee Do Not Affect the Main 
Points of the Measure as 
It Was Passed by the 
House. 


The temperance committee of the sen- 
ate met yesterday afternoon and consid- 
ered the Wright dispensary bill. While 
the hearing before that committee has 
not been concluded, and there will be an- 
other meeting this morning, it is prac- 
tically certain that the committee will 
report the bill favorably with several 
Slight changes. 

The author of the bill, Mr. Wright, met 
yesterday with the committee, and work- 
ing together a few changes were made 
that will be incorporated in the form 
of amendments to be added this morning. 
That the bill is highly satisfactory both 
to the committee and Mr. Wright, as it 
was changed yesterday and now stands, 
is certain, as it was gone over carefully 
section by section, and at the conclusion 
all expressed themselves as being satis- 
fled. Mr. Wright remarked as he left 
the committee room: 

“We have done some good work this 
afternoon, and I think the bill is as mear 
perfect now as it is pogsible for a bill 
to be.’’ 

A Review of Amendments. 

The first amendment is simply one to 
perfect the wording in the first section 
where an evident omission was made. 

The second change agreed to is in the 
third section of the bill, which provides 
that there shall be three election dis- 
pensary electors, consisting of the judge 
of the superior court of the county, the 
head of the county board and the mayor 
of the town in which the dispensary is to 
be situated. It was agreed that in coun- 
ties where there is more than one town 
having a dispensary, that the mayor of 
each town having a dispensary should 
be electors.

One of these theaters, which will be 
operated to begin with as a vaudeville 
house after the manner of the Lyceum, 
will be built on the property now oc- 
cupied by the Gate City Guard armory on 
Peachtree street. The building. it is said, 
will cost more than $100,000 and will be_a 
handsome, modern structure, provided 
with all the latest improvements. The 
armory building is to be torn down at 
once to make way for the new playhouse. 

It is also announced that John B. Frost, 
who recently purchased the armory prop- 
erty, is one of the principal stockholders 
in the company formed to build and 
operate the two new fheaters. This 
vaudeville theater will seat about 1,700 
and will be designed somewhat on the 
line of Koster & Bials in New York. A 
feature, it is announced, will be a row of 
boxes to extend completely around the 
balcony.

RAILROADS OF THE STATE. 


Some Important Recommendations 
by Railroad Mommission—Increase 
in Mileage During the Year. 

The twenty-ninth annual report of the 
railroad commission of Georgia has just 

been published, 

The first pages of the report are given 
to a discussion of certain matters that 
have been before the commission during 
the last year. 

Acting under the section of the law cre- 
ating the railroad commission which pro- 
vides that the commissioners shall from 
time to time recommend such legisla- 
tion as they may deem advisable, the 
commission makes four recommendations 
as follows: That the commission be em- 
powered to enforce railroads to put in 
side tracks where the commission deems 
them necessary to the best service; that 
the commission be empowered to bring 
suits against roads in the counties where 
the grievances arise instead of the county 
in which the headquarters of the road 
are situated; that the commission be em- 
powered to enforce its rulings by man- 
damus, and that telephone and sleeping 
car companies be put under the jurisdic- 
tion of the commission. 

During the year covered by the report 
the railroad mileage of Géorgia has in- 
creased 201.92 miles. There are now in 
the state 5,816.80 miles of railroad. The 
Central of Georgia has the largest mile- 
age, 1,302.23. 

In net earnings per mile the Western 
and Atlantic easily leads all the roads 
of the state at a figure of $4,865.71. The 
Central of Georgia leads both in gross 
earn.ngs and in net earnings.

The bill was not read in the house 
yesterday, because it could not be reach- 
ed before the hour of adjournment. 

The report of the special committee 
details in brief the work of its meetings 
and presents the letter received from the 
railroad officials declining to submit a 
further proposal with regard to a union 


depot, expressing the preference that 
such a proposal should come from the 
state. 


The committee says the time has come 
for the state to adopt some definite meas- 
ure to the end of preserving its property, 
and that the state should build a depot 
without further correspondence with the 
railroads. 

The committee is convinced that the 
present site extending from Loyd to 
Whitehall streets is the proper place for 
the depot. 

The committee says a thorough ex- 
amination has been made into the ques- 
tion of damages, and it is convinced theo 
depot can be built and all damages paid 
with the sum of $500,000. An investiga- 
tion of the status of the state treasury 
has also been made, and the committee 
is of the opinion that there will be no 
difficulty about making the approprta- 
tions, since no extraordinary appropria- 
tions will have to be made this year or 
for the next two or three years to come. 

The committee declares the present

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, November !'2- There was rather 
less buving demand and rather more irregu- 
larity in the stock market from the outset to- 
day. The hesitation in the advance grew 
and turned to sharp reactions in the late 
transactions. Selling to take profits was 
joined to extensive short lines put out by the 
bear party on the argument that the rise in 
prices, after enduring for so great a length 
of time, must leave the market vulneratle 
to attack, but there stil! persisted points Wf 
strength in the market, ana although the ex- 
ireme advances in the strong stocks were 
notably curtailed, many of them have con- 
siderable net gains to show for the day, The 
local traction stocks were ccnuspicuous exam- 
ples. In Metropolitan the advance reached 
3% at one time, and in Brooklyn Transit 2%, 
While the net gains are 24 for Metropolitan 
Street Railway and 1% for Brooklyn Transit. 
The anthracite and soft coal roads selling be- 
low par showed continued strength, as did 
the iron and steel industrials. The disposition 
to take attractive profits after the consid- 
erable advance in price which has occurred 
was emphasized by the expectation that sev- 
eral millions of gold will go out this week 
on Thursday to Paris and on Saturday prob- 
ably to London, as the rate of sterling ex- 
change today advanced to a point which 
makes gold exports to London profitable. 
strength of sterling here was in spite vf 
easier money rates both in London and in 
Berlin and a relaxation of the continental 
pressure upon London for gold. The necessity 
of a large movement of gold from New York 
at this time of the year calls renewed atten- 
tion to the extent of the American borrow- 
ings in Europe earlier in the year with the 
expectation that our European trade balance 
would continue so favorable that these loans 
could be repaid at a profit out of the abun- 
dance of the foreign exchange bills -in New 
York, The fact that this expectation has not 
been realized, and that exchange bills are 
scarce owing to the falling off in vur export 
trade, arouses some natural surmises whether 
the high prices of stocks reached earlier in 
the year did not also represent ‘undue expec- 
tations. It is to be remembered that the 
projects which stimulated our stock inflation, 
and even to some extent the actual manipu- 
lation of the market, were furthered by the 
resources of these foreign borrowings. In the 
present movement more than one stock has 
reached a record price, and all stocks are 
undeniably high priced. On the other hand, 
the extraordinary railroad earnings and trade 
activity are natural incentives to speculation. 
Today’s returns of gross earnings for the first 
week in November shows such increases over 
last year as 53 per cent for Rio Grande West- 
ern, 22 per cent for Chicago Great Western, 
31 per cent for Canadian Pacific, 17 per cent 
for Wabash, 15 per cent for Chicago and 
astern Illinois and 9 per cent for St. Paul, 
The government estimate on the corn crop, 
although it offered no very unexpected infor- 
matian, renewed the depressing influence of 
the heavy shortage in the crop, and the corn- 
carrying railroads in the west and southwest 
were therefore most acutely affected by the 
profit-taking.

Should further declines appear we would 
favor purchases. 

Provisions were weaker on the large run of 
hogs and weakness in grain. A local oiunene 
was a seller, while commission houses were 
on that side. There is a slack demand for 
meats, and it looks as if the packers would 
be successful in forcing lower values.

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted that no child 
under the age of 14 years shall be employed 
at labor or detained in any factory or man- 
ufacturing establishment in this state between 
the hours of 7 p. m and a. m. 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted that no child 
under the age of 14 years shal! be employed 
at labor in or about any factory or mahu- 
facturing establishment in this state, unless 
he or she can read and write his or her name, 
and simnple sentences in the Pnglish language: 
provided the provisions of this section shall 
not go into effect until January |, 1903. 

Sec. 5. Be it further enacted that any per- 
son, owner, manager, superintendent or fore- 
man who violates any Of the provisions of this 
act,.or wha suffers or permits any child to 
be employed in violation of its provisions, 
shall be guilty of a mesdemeanor and on con- 
viction thereof shall be punished in each case 
by a fine not less than $25 nor more than 
$100. or by imprisonment for not less than 
twenty-five nor more than one hundred days, 
or by both, such fines and imprisonment in the 
discretion of the court. 

Sec. 6. Be it further enacted that all acts 
or parts of acts In conflict with this act be and 
the same are hereby repealed. 


The Minority Report. 


A minority of the committee has pre- 
pared a report against the passage of the 
bill which was submitted to the house 
yesterday with the substitute.

Mr. Speaker: The undersigned members of 
the committee on labor and labor statistics 
beg leave to make the following minority re- 


port upon the substitute reported favorably 
by a majority of the committee on bill No. 
463, introduced by Mr. Houston, of Ful- 
ton. 


At the session of F900 of the present legis- 
lature a majority of this committee made 
@ report by substitute upon similar bills in- 
troduced by Mr. Houston, of Fulton, and Mr. 
Wright, of Floyd, to which a. number of us 
were constrained at that time to make a 


ESTERDAY the committee on la- | 
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minority report. Our minority revort was, 
upon a vote of the house, overwhelmingly sus- 
tained, and thé majority report defeated. We 
regret that the necessity has again Grisen ‘or 
us to dissent from the report of the conimittee, 
and to be compelled to again make a minor- 
ity report. 

The continued and persistent agitation in 
behalf of theee labor laws has created the 
impression in the minds of a great many good 
citizens of Georgia that there is an o aniased 
effort to secure class legislation tending to 
deprive the owners and proprietors of milis and 
manufacturing enterprises of the control and 
management thereof, and to eventually put the 
samme under the jurisdiction of ‘‘walking. del- 
egates.’’ and to otherwise interfere with and 
hamper thelr operations. The parties engaged 
in. agitating these measures hope to succeed 
by passing the least offensive law first, and 
then following it up by amendments and adai- 
tions until they have complete control of the 
situation, and which wil) ultimately *: tend to 


| every interest in the state, including farm 
' labor. 

From a full investigation at the last ses- 
sion and at this, and hearings and full ar- 
| gurent on the question, we are firmly con- 
vineed that ne good reason exists -for tre 
parzage of any such tegislaticn as Is ntem- 


— 


plated by any of this class of bilis, or of the 
subetitutes, but that on the contrary their 
enactment into law ss against the beat i>*er- 
est of the state and contrary to sound public 
policy. 

We are satisfied that the evils whivh are 
sought to be remedied by the provceeci legis- 
lation do not exist at all, and that the man- 
ufecturers ond owners of the enteipriass cper- 
ating in this state do uct need to of Leevugbt 
under any such ¢riminal statutes, and no 
reason exists for legislating againsi them on 
these subjects. The proper regulation of sll 
there matters can be safely left to the parents 
of the children and our fellow citizens wto 
own and operate the enterprises sought to 
be legislated against. 

The passage of any such laws, in our opir- 
ion. will have a decided tendency to ‘4eater 
investors from iocating additional mills atid 
enterprises in the state of Georgia, and wil! 
drive them into «ther southern states whcre 
no such lawe exist. The enactment «f any 
of this class legislation in this state will 48- 
suredly be taken by our own people, and by 
people living outside the state who contemplate 
investing in the south, as an unfriendly step 
toward development and progress, and will 
deter and check the steady investment of cap- 
ital which has been going on in Georgia for 
the last few years. 

It is perfectly manifest that the passage cf 
these laws will not only deter further invest- 
ment and development, but that they are di- 
reetly against the industries already estab- 
lished in the south, and beneficial to their 
competitors in the northern mills. The substitute 
proposed by the majority of the comm:'’ : 
strikes at everv class of ‘‘factory or manufac- 
turing establishment of the state,”’ and would 
prevent the employment of even a water foy, 
of errand boy. in any of them. 

We believe this would work great hand- 
ship to a large class of our beopes who have 
to rely upon their work for a living. 

Gur "nill laborers aré now earning Ver> mbch 
better wages, are much better housed and 
clothed, and have far superior educational and 
church facilities than before this dev-lonm -nt 
took place and those {nvestments were made, 
and this favorable condition of affairs ie 
steadily improving. Instead of trying to Ktov 
this further development and prowress, te 
legislature of Georgia ought to do evervthing 
in its pewer to encourage and induce its o-n- 
tinuance. 

These and many cther good reasons could 
be urged against the passage of any .f this 
unfriendly class of legislation. We again fre- 
reat that the legislature of Gecrnin cught not 


to pass any law that will lise 'reze this 
continued development and tia iucation of 
new enterprises, mille and industries wi hin 
her borders.

unanimous consent. 


By special request the bills were or- 
dered immediately transmitted to the sen- 
ate. They will come up in the course of 
the next few days and any fight that 
is to be made will occur in the senate. 

The bills were before the general ju- 
diclary committee Monday afternoon and 
a full hearing was given those opposed 
to and those favorable to the bills. The 
committee recommended the passage of 
the measures, 

The amendments preclude forever the 
possibility of the sale or lease of the At- 
lanta water works and authorize the tax- 
ation of franchises and tH@ gross income 
of corporations. There was not a dissent- 
ing vote on either measure, the Dill on 
the subject of the water works recelv- 
ing a vote of 101 to 0, and the one provid- 
ing for the taxation of franchises and 
amending other tax ordinances received 
a vote of 104 to 0. 

The amendments providing for the in- 
corporation of Fulton county for sanitary 
and police purposes was withdrawn when 
the measure was before the house com- 
mittee by special request of the county 
board of commissioners and the city 
board of health. 

There was considerable interest in the 
two measures and exhaustive speeches 
were made before the committee for and 
against the favorable report. The street 
railway companies took an active part 
in urging an unfavorable report. AS a 
matter of fact, they will be affected to a 
large extent by the amendments if the 
bills become a law, since it will result in 
the taxation of the franchises which 
form an important part of their property. 

It is not known on what day the Dills 
will be given consideration by the 
senate. They were ordered immediately 
transmitted to the upper house and. will 
doubtless be taken up at an early date. 

The bill relating to the taxing of fran- 
chises and amending present tax ordi- 
nances is as follows: 

A bill to be entitled an act so amend an 
act establishing a new charter for the city 
of Atlanta approved February 28, 1874, and the 
several acts amendatory thereof, so as to au- 
thorize and provide as follows: That saia 
city shall levy and collect an ad valorem 
tax on franchises owned or operated within 
its limits, and also defining what is meant by 
the use of the term franchise in this act; to 
repeal the limitation on business and occupa-

tion _icenses, and to provide for classification 
of trades, businesses and occupations, and 
empowering said city to impose feces and 


charges on the different classifications and for 


other purposes. 

Be it enacted by the general assembly of 
the state of Georgia, and it is hereby en- 
acted by the authority of the same, that an 
act establishing a new charter for the city 
of Atlanta, approved February 28, 1874, and 
the several acts amendatory thereof, be, and 


the same are hereby, amended as follows, to- 
wit: 

Section 1. That from and after the passage 
of this act, section twenty-five (25) of said 
act be amended by inserting between the 
words ‘“‘personal property’’ and ‘“‘within’’ in 
the fifth line of said section, as printed in 
the Georgia laws of 1874, page 122, the words 
‘‘including franchises held, claimed, owned or 
operated by any person, association of per 
sons or corporation,’’ and further, by adding 
to said section the following: “The term 
franchise, as herein used, shall mean any 
special privilege or authority granted by th» 
state or said city to exercise powers or to dv 
and perform acts which, without such grant, 
they could not do or perform,’’ so that said 
section when amended shall read as follows: 

Section 25. For the purpose of raising revenue 
for thé support and maintenance of said city 


government, the mayor and general council 
shall have’ full power and authority, and 
they shall provide by ordinance for the as- 


sessment, levy and ccllection of, an ad valo- 
rem tax on all real and personal property, in- 


cluding franchises heid, clatmed, owned or 
operated by any person, association cf per- 
sons or corporation, within the incorporate 
limits of said city, not exceeding one and one- 
fourth (1%) per cent thereon which shall in- 
clude the school tax. which, under the laws 
of this state, is subject to taxation, provided 


neveitheless that all assessments of real prop- 
erty shall be made at cash market valuation. 
The term ‘‘franchise,’’ as herein used, 
shall mean any special privilege or authority 
granted by the state or said city to exercise 
power or to do and perform acts which, witi- 
out grant, they could not do or perform 
Section 2. Be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, that section twenty-six (26) 
of said act establishing a new charter for the 
city of Atlanta, as amended by the acts of 
the general assembly approved, respectively, 
September 3, 18°39 and September 4, 1899, and as 
published in the code of 1899 of said city on 
page twenty-four (24) and there numbered as 


section sixty-four (64), te amended by in- 
serting between the words ‘‘profession’’ and 
the words ‘‘within the,’’ as found in 
the fifth line of said section as printed on 
page twenty-four (24) of said city code, the 
following, to-wit: ‘‘Or operate public utilities 
or occupy for business purposes, space on, 


over or under the streets or public places.’’ 
Further, that said section be amended by 
striking therefrom the words ‘‘not exceeding 
two hundred ($200) dollars per annum’ at the 
end of the first sentence of said section, as 
found in lines nine (9) and ten (10) of said 
section on page twenty-four (24) of said city 
code, and inserting in lieu thereof the fol- 
low'ng: “‘Or operate public utilities or occupy 
for business purposes, space on, over or under 
the streets or public places, such fee, or charge, 
or tax, as said mayor and general council may 
deem expedient for the safety, benefit, con- 
venience and advantage of said city.’’ 
Further, that said section ® amended by 
etriking therefrom: the following, to-wit ‘‘Eut 
no person, firm cr corporation that may be re- 
quired by city ordinance to pay tax ad va- 
lorem on merchandis2 or materials, shall be 
required to pay more than fifty ($50) dollars 
specific business tax annually. Further, that 
said section be amended by striking there- 
from the figures ‘'30’’ as found in line four- 
teen (14) of said section on page twenty-four 
(24) of said city code. Said section, when 
amerded as above provided, shall read as fol- 
lows, to-wit: ‘‘The mayor and general coun- 
cil shall have full power and authority to re- 
quire any, person, firm, corporation or com- 
pany engaged in prosecuting or carrying on, 
or who may engage in prosécution, or carry 
on any trade, business, calling or avocation, 
or occupy for business purposes space on, 
over or undeg the streets or public places with- 
in the corporate limits of sald city, to reg- 
ister their names and business calling, avo- 
cation cr profession annually, and to require 
such person, company or association to pay 
for such registration and for license to en- 
gage in, prosecute or carry on such business, 
calling or profession aforesaid, or to operate 
any public utility or occupy for business pur- 
poses, space on, over or under the streets 
or public places such fee charge or tax as 
said mayor anl genera] counvil may de@m ex- 
pedient for the safety benefit, convenience and 
advantage of said city.

by inserting between the words ‘‘just and 
proper’’ and the word ‘‘provided,”’ as found 
in line six (6) of said section as printed in 


the Georgia laws of 1478-9, the following, to- 
wit: ‘Said city shall have like authority with 
reference to the business of operating pub- 
lic utilities, or the occupation for business pur- 
poses of space on, over or under streets or pub- 
lic places, In the execution of the power here- 
in conferred said city is empowered to tax a 
fee or license. chaige, or occupation tax, or 
a tax upon the gross receipts of any one or 
more of the different classified occupations, 
without any limitation, except that the same 
fee, charge or occupation tax or tax upon 
gross receipts, whea determined and ordained, 
shall be of force upon all occupations in the 
same classification. The distinct power is here- 
by granted said city to require a fee from 
one classification, an occupation tax on an- 
other and a tax upon the gross receipts of 
another classification and so cn, in its dis- 
cretion. 

Section 4. Be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, that section thirty (30) of 
said act establishing a new charter for the 
city of Atlanta, approved February 28, 1874, 
and as found cn page twenty-five (25) of the 
code of Atlanta, 1899, and numbered section 
68-9, be amended by striking therefrom the 
words ‘‘of not more than three hundred ($30) 
collars per annum’’ fin lines three (3) and four 
(4), as found in said section 68-9, so that said 
section, when amended, shall read as follows,

Section 68-9. The mayor and _ general 
council shall have full power and authority 
to assess a tax on such persens carrying on 
the brokerage business in said city, in addi-

They shall have full power to H- 
cense pawnbrokers within their respective 
jurisdictions, define by ordinance their pow-

Be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, that each of the seven 
wards of the cily of Atlanta shall be entitled 
to an alderman, selected from the residents 
of the respective wards, and that a resident 
of one ward shall be ineligible to represent an- 
other ward in the board of Aldermen, and 
in order to carry this act into eftect, the 
number of aldermen ofthe city of Atlanta 
shall be increased from six to seven, and as 
the wards from one to #fx, inclusive, have now 
each an alderman in the board of aldermen, 
at the approaching city élection, in December, 
1901, an additiohal aldetman shall be selected 
from the residents of the seventh ward to 
serve for the same term, and with the same 
rights and subject to the same rules and pen- 
elties as the aldermen now serving. 

Section 7. Be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, that the number of mem- 
bers constituting the administrative boards of 
the city of Atlanta, -td-wit: The board of 
police commissioners, the board of park com- 
missioners, the board of educafion, the board 
of water commissioners, the board of health, 
the trustees of the Grady hospital, and such 
other like boards as may now, or hereafter 
exist or be created by or for sald city, shall be 
fixed at a number cortesponding to the num- 
ber of wards In the city, to be selected as 
follows: The mayor to be ex-officio a mem- 
ber of all boards; the chairman of any com- 
mittee of the general council, to which com- 
mittee is referred matters relating to a de- 
partment administered by a board, shall be ex- 
officio a member of such board. The general 
council shall elect one member of said boards 
from residents in each of the wards of the 
city, and at no time shall two residents 
from the same ward be 
permitted to serve on 
at the same time; provided, how- 
ever, that this act shall n§t interfere with 
the present term of any official now serving. 
but eppropriate ordinances shall be adopted 
to carry this act into effect as the present 
terms expire. The amendment to the exist- 
ing charter of the city of Atlanta contained 
in this section shall in nowise apply to the 
board of park commissioncrs. 

Section 8. Be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, that the mayor and general 
council of the city of Atlanta shall have 
no authority or power to grant, consent to, 
or permit the extension, removal, or change of 
the term for which franchises have been or 
may be granted, or in any way to extend or 
renew the time for which permission has been 
or may be given, to occupy the streets and 
public places, except and only during the 
twelve months immediately preceding the 
expiration of the term of such franchises and 
permits; and all extensions and renewals made 
in viciation of this act shall be void. 

Section 9. Be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, that the mayor and gener- 
al council, or board of water commissioners. 
or other officers of the city of Atlanta, shall 
have no authority or power to sell, exchange, 
farm out, lease or in any way alien the proper- 
ty, easements, income, or other equipment, 
privileges, or assets, beloriging and appertain- 
ing to its system of -wate~ works, and all 
contracts, hegdtiatfons, grants, leases, or other 
forms of transfer in violation of this act, are 
declared void and of no effect, as against said 
city, and any official attempting or voting 
therefor, shall be deemed gullty of vio\&ting 
his duty and subject to impeachment and re- 
moval from offiee therefor. 

Section 10. Be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, that the. mayor and general 
council of the city of Atlanta be, and they 
are hereby, authorized and empcwered to cre- 
ate the office of recorder pro tém., to fix his 
tern of office, prescribe his. duties and pro- 
vide for his compensation. Said. officer shall 
be qualified to serve as recorder during the 
absence or disability of the recorder. This 
amendment shall in nowise interfere with, or 
repeal, the authority heretofore vested in the 
mayor, mayor pro tem., aldermen and coun- 
cilmen to preside in the recorder’s court, but 
said general council shall, by ordinance, pro- 
vide a method of selecting one to preside in 
the recorder’s court when necessary from 
those qualified under the charter and amend- 
ments thereto governing said city. The clerk 
of the recorder’s court shal! be eligible to 
fill the position of recorder pro tem., but 
when said clerk is selected therefor, he shall 
serve without additional compensation. 

Secticn 11. Be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, that the charter of the said 
city.of Atlanta be amended:as follows: That 
power is heréby giveg.the mayor and general 
council. to control, late, and in its dis- 
cretion, prohibit. the ¢rection ang maintenance 
of sanitariums, boarding houses and other sir.- 
llar places, te residence portions of the city; 
and that any’6Mlinances heretofore adopted hy 
a pony erg and general council in rela- 
on to e above subject-matt 
ratified and validated. , a. ey 

Section 1. Be it further enacted by the aun- 
thority, aforesaié, that all laws and parts of 
laws in conflict "with this act be, and the 
same are, hereby repealed.
